DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-27 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the instant application 
directed to an apparatus and method for a product management system comprising: a first 
resonance circuit; a second resonance circuit; and a reader/writer for reading/writing information 
stored in a semiconductor device, wherein the second resonance circuit can communicate with 
the reader/writer and the first resonance circuit, and wherein the first resonance circuit can 
communicate with the second resonance circuit and the semiconductor device. The closest prior 
art Twitchell, JR. (Pub # US 2004/0082296 Al), Yagi et al. (Pub # US 2003/0122233 Al) , and 
Arai et al. (Pub # US 2004/0164302 Al). Twitchell, JR. discloses an apparatus comprises 
plurality of wireless transceivers are associated with assets and each transceiver is assigned a 
class designation representative of an attribute, characteristic, relation, or behavior of its 
respective asset. Yagi et al. disclose a non-contact data earner includes a semiconductor device, 

a coil antenna, and a sealing resin coating sealing the semiconductor device and the coil antenna 
therein, wherein the electrodes of the semiconductor device are connected to the opposite ends of 
the coil antenna by wires. Arai et al. disclose an ultrathin thin film integrated circuit and a thin 
film integrated circuit device including the thin film integrated circuit device, wherein the thin 
film integrated circuit according to the present invention includes a semiconductor film as an 
active region (for example a channel region in a thin film transistor). The reference, either 
singularly or in combination fail to anticipate or render the above limitation obvious.
